REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . This is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The closest prior art Hertz 
Frederick U.S. PG. Pub 2003/0037041 discloses system/method for automatic 
determination of customized and promotions or advertisements. 
JP2002007594 A, Sato Hisashi discloses a consumer information business system 
which can collect information timely over a wide range by preparing an information 
collecting system capable of easily and positively providing information. 
However, neither Hertz nor Sato singularly or in combination discloses the recited 
feature: 

As per claims 9 and 18 "receiving a plurality of information requests, a first information 
request of the plurality of information requests associated with a first consumer and 
obtained by applying a first negotiant function to an element of data associated with the 
first consumer, a second information request of the plurality of information requests 
associated with a second consumer and obtained by applying a second negotiant 
function to an element of data associated with the second consumer, and the steps of 
encrypting the plurality of information requests, and aggregating a plurality of request 
pairs V1 , said plurality of request pairs having a sequence, each of said plurality of 
request pairs comprising an encrypted information request and a consumer identifier".
